Works of the H. ('. Frick Coke C' la- 
pany at Maiuiiioth. .it It o'clock yester- 
day morning, killinvf I in men nud im- 
prisoning about niu'.'ty others. Sixty 
of the dead bodies have already Ix-en re- 
covered. 

The mine i- on tire, and it i- thought 
that iiiaiiy of t!'e unfortunates will 1>>' 

burned to death before it Is possilile t<i 
ri'ach theni. An ariiiv ot men are at 
work in the pit eiide.i\ ; ;:il: to stay the 
fire and rec-over the de.id l odiea. Tliey 
are making but little headway. 

The Mammoth works are on the Sewick- 
ly branch of the Southwest branch rail 
road, and are about half way netween 
Latrobeand this jilnce. Tlie tehgraiih 
and telephone wires are in trouble. ;in l 
even the Frick iiiiployes are almost en- 
tirely without detiuite information. .\l 
the time of the ii,-i iileut there weie 
about ■.DO men at work iu the shalt. 
wliicli i- noi \i ly deep.

The other bodips taken from the mines 
are so horribly mutilated that they can- 
not Ih) identified. As they are brought 
out the bodies are removed to one of the 
company's houses and prepared for 
burial. Several undertakers are eii- 
ga(;el at this work. 

There is little infnruiation regarding 
the horror. Everybody in the pit was 
killed. The position of their bodii s told 
the story of tfieir end. The force of tne 
exiilosioii w.ifi felt tor miles around and 
caused a panic among the pupils in the 
towiishii) school house marly a mile 
awav. The ineii eiii]iloyi-d in the Mam 
inotii No, si-par.ited by (me hundred 
acres of coal, telt t In- shock and Were the 
first to Sound the alarm. 

Suiieiintendeiit Keighley. a thorough- 
ly c«>nij)etent man iseiit to all of the 
com) any's mines in the district for aid 
and from 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
until midnight an army of men were en- 
gtiged in carrying out the dead. 

The sceitee around the shaft month 
are indescribable. Mothers, sisters, chil- 
dren and old men crowd about t«iger to 
recognize their loved ones. Their wail- 
ings and shrieks of anguish atrike terro r 
to the stoutest heart. Scarce a house in 
the hamlet but is in mourning, and the 
Work of carrying out the dead continues. 

The dis;isU'r is the gie.-itest tliat ever 
ii<-curied in the Coiiiirll-\ ille coke ii Ljioii 
The cause of the e.\pl sioii is unknown. 
The mine has U-i-n working for live 
years, and there has iieM-r been even a 
Busnicion of gas there 

Mine Bosii Eaton, who escajKMl ;ibout 
one minute Ix-fore the fatal explosion, i.- 
the only individual lemainiug to relate 
the story. 

John Boles, whose brother is in the 
fatal shaft relates the following story: 
"About • o'clock in the morning we 
heard a loud report in the direction of 
the shaft. We immediately started to 
the opening, only to find a suffocating 
volume of smoke and gas gushing there- 
from, and at onc« knew what was 
wrong. We began the work of sub- 
duing the tlatnes and clearing the shaft 
of gas. This we accomplished by start- 
ing the large fans. I am convinced that 
every man who was in the shaft at the 
time was killed, either by falling tim- 
Ikts or liy aftfrdamji." 

District Master Workman Wise haa 
issued an appeid to the miners and coke 
Workers throin.rlioiit the coke regions 
for iirompt coiiti ilmtions in aid of the 
fainilii-s of the unfortunate victims of 
the disaster. 

The news of the e.xplosion was re- 
reived by H. C. Frick in Pittsburg ves- 
tdrday afternoon. Mr. Frick was filled 
with i'oiutemation at the extent of the 
disaster. He said: "We have never 
had an in eidenr like this in any of our 
mines. 'Ill' .Mammoth plant was 
thought to be in the -afest of hantls, 
whenweg.iv e it in cliar-e of Mine In- 
sjH'ctor i red. Keighley. No exiiense 
has been spared touuuceour mines as 

Baf<> as ]l is-i|i|e."

(Jne buinlii il an 1 leu men wc:e em 
])loyed in that pai t of the mine in which 
the e.xph sioii occurred ami not one was 
left to tell the story of the ^iuMter. 
Not more than fifty of the men were 
killed by the explosion. The others 
were overcome by the afterdamp and 
while soma of the bodies are horribly 
torn, burned and mutilated others were 
found with their teeth clinched on the 
iron rail of the pit road. Others 
were found with faces plunged into the 
water and not a few were fonnd upon 
their knees as if engaged in prayer. 

Fire Bosh Sneath was identified by his 
gum boots. His bod)- was scattereil 
about iu a dozen iilacets. 1 1 is head was 
torn from his slnuilders. Both legs were 
torn off, and that iiart of his Ixxly re- 
covered was roasted and blackened. His 
left haad. abitohing his lampi. wm found

( ine of his gum IhioI.- was fouml fifty 
yards awav: one of his fe<'t. with part of 
a leg attaelied. was found als<i. When 
the parts of his IhkIv were collected an<l 
sent in a sheet to the pit month they 
Were ident'fied by an engineer recog- 
ni-'ing the boots. 

The Westmoreland countv coroner is 
at the scene, and is preparing for an in* 
vestigation.

PINIONED UNDER A BOILER. 

Frobabtjr Fatal Aorldent at the Btg Fun* 
Freltht Depot In Clnrlnnatl. 

CiNt in vati. Jan. 38.— William Kelly, 
eiiijiloye 1 on the new freight depot of 
tli»- Bi.: l-'oii'- railway on Harrison ,ive- 
line, while engagetl in raisin,' a large 
boiler in the rear part of the building, 
was fatally hurt at notm. He was sta- 
tioned at a jack-screw and was stooiiing 
under the boiler, in the act of setting the 
jack, when it slipped, letting the boiler 
dow n on the unfortunate fellow. 

He was pinned to the floor, and his 
agonizing screams could be heard for 
s<inares. A large force of workmen 
Were c;»lle»l, and after some time the 
boiler w.i- raised, and Kelly was taken 
out more lb , id than aluo. He re<'eived 
probably t,it il internal injuries besides 
a broken right leg and left arm. He was 
removed lo the lios|iital. Kelly i- 
years of age. single and livi-* at the 
northwi-st ctrner of Third and Law- 
rence strets. 

PROSPECTS OF A STRIKE.

Cui.i Jim s. ().. Jan. .'t*. A determined 
stand was taken by the ( »liio coal opera- 
tors in a largely attended meeting here 
yesterday, against the dictates of the 
miners in their convention of hist week. 
It is the feeling of the majority of 
operators tliat they would rather go into 
a strike than to submit to the demands 
of the miners under the leadership of 
their prew-nt state ofticei-s, who they re- 
gard as inferior to their predecessors, too 
dictatorial aad nnflt to be leaders of the 
men. 

The operators will opjiose the eight- 
heur day and half holiday mi Siiturd.iys, 
will not consent to the wei.;hing of coal 
before screened. They i laiin that th« 
miners have failed u. bring Indiana and 
llliiioLs ojierator-s up to the hcale adopted 
liLst spring.

An Explanation Atr It* Three and BoMe* 
tima Pout Dlfflnrent Motions. « 

Howaril Carr, no authority on shooting 
and a gentleman well informed on all mat- 
ters of detail pertaining to the bull's eye, 
gave a reporter somk- iuterestint; informa- 
tion on the queer .ii'lions (if a bullet after 
U'itig disclL-'irircd fi-oiii the miu/.lf of a 
gun. 

A bullet, he derlarod, sighted for l.(KK) 
yards ha» t liree separate and di.'ftinct mo- 
tions, and in ( .isi s where tlie stubby and 
blunt exiiress lead is used It li.as four. The 
first is its velocity or stiaiiihl motion of 
journey; tliesecoliil is the rul ii ry mot ion. 
eaii>^ed by the bore of the •:iin. wliicb 
makes it plinv thmugh the air, and the 
third is the t ra ji-cl ( iry irini jori, or drift . nt- 
tributable to iIm' attraction of gravity, 
whii li forces t lie bullet sidevv .lys. When 
the e\|ire>s bullet is used it tollows a line 
s-iiniliir to the edire of a corkscrew. The 
hitter is avcnii.ible to t he ex I ra 1 rut loo on 
t he bot toiu of t he ball, whii h is const. lilt ly 
lowerintt. 

I had lids illustrated by placiiii: sheets 
of paper forty yanls apart on a level, and 
the course of the bullet could be seen by 
collecting the papers and laying tbem one 
over the other. 

.\ ball has a large drop when traveling 
any great distance. For instance, take 
1,UU0 yards. Tbe bullet, if keeping tbe 
course it nriginnlly started out to follow, 
would land a distance of over S'J.'i feet 
above I he biiU's eye. But it starts to drop 
iinmedi.itely after leavlujf the luuz/.le of 
the uun. and at between .V>0 and OOO yards 
Ihe ball Is only sixty feet above the line of 
the bull's eye. and a eoiisiilerahle distance 
below the line of siulif At yards it 
has decreased in liroport h. 11, .md the aim 
is only forty inches above the bull's eye, 
but at ."ilKlyard^ it is over sixteen feet.

Paternal care had not yet come into fash- 
ion; the fashion was, indeed, the reverse 
when 1 was a child. Thus my early years 
were cheerlessly spent in an outlying dis- 
trict of Paris.

The truth became known only 
when my parents sent for me to go to Perl- 
gord to visit .Mine, de Chalals, my grand- 
mother, who had expressed a wish to see 
tue. Although .M me. de Cliahiis was my 
great-i;raiidniol her I always called her 
grandmother, very likely, I think, iM'cause 
that name implied a closer relationship. 
The dislocation of my foot had U'en neg- 
lected too long to be remedieil; even my 
other foot, haviiitc had to bear alone the 
whole weinht of my Ijody, had grown weak- 
er, and thus 1 remained lame for life. 

That accident had a great inlluence over 
niy after life. It indeed led my parents 
to think I was unlit for a military career, 
oral least that in such 1 should labor un- 
der ureal, dis.advantages. Tliey were thus 
induci'd to seek for me soiiii' nihrr jirofes 
sion, which in their eye-, u-onld hf best 
calculated to serve the iiileresis of Ihe fam- 
ily, for in Kreat families Ihe family was 
far more cared for than its members indi- 
vidually, ihielly tho.se young members 
who were still unknown. These consid- 
erations are rather painful to my mind, so 
I wUl not dwell further on them.— Talley- 
rand's Memoirs in Century.
